BOUND KOK NEW OR LEANS. 

South Chicago in the neighborhood of Ninety- 
third street presented an unusual scene of activity 
during the forenoon yesterday. The New Orleans 
special, which was scheduled to leave at 2 p. m., 
caused owners intending to ship to the Crescent 
City to bestir themselves early and send their 
charges to the loading place. Long before the 
palace cars had been backed up to the platform 
strings of horses surrounded the depot _ and 
at intervals were reinforced by new arrivals. 
The loading of the horses consumed very little time 
and little trouble was experienced by attendants 
who had this in charge, but when it came to load- 
ing the chattels the real trouble began. It appeared 
as if half tiie stuff used by the stables would have 
to be left behind on account of the limited space in 
the cars, but in some mysterious manner every- 
^ling eras gotten aboard and eleven of the twelve 
cars were loaded and ready for departure by 3 p. m. 
Then another unlooked for trouble arose. A score 
of railroad detectives in charge of Acting Chief 
McGraw made their appearance and began search- 
ing the cars for “hustlers.” All who could not 
show a ticket proving that he was an attendant 
was taken in charge and led within the depot, 
which was converted into a sort of impromptu 
lockup. It was not long before more than thirty 
persona had been hauled out of the cars from all 
sorts of places where they had stowed themselves. 
Many were later turned loose when the owners had 
provided them with tickets, it being the rule that 
one attendant was allowed with every horse. 
Among those who were taken off the cars by the 
detectives was jockey C. 'Bonner, who is in the em- 
ploy of W H Fizer. The rider displayed a big roll 
of bills and stated that he was going to pay his fare 
on his arrival at Grand Crossing, where the pas- 
senger coaches were waiting to be coupled on, but 
his plea fell on deaf ears, and not until Owner 
Fizer made his appearance and vouched for the 
rider was he permitted to go. As soon as the work 
of the detectives had been finished, the twelve cars 
containing the horses were taken to Grand Cross- 
ing, where two day coaches, one sleeping car and a 
baggage coach were coupled and the train pro- 

I ceeded on its way to New Orleans, where it is due 
to arrive Sunday morning. Among the prominent 
bwuers and their horses that left on the train are 
the following :

GOSSIP OF THK TIJBF. 



Ib order to keep a race meeting free from scandal ! 
of an; kind the officials of a track are forced to ex- 
ercise the greatest care and be constantly on the 
alert, and even though they take every precaution, 
it freqnently happens that nnlawfnl things occur. 
These days it is a constant battle on the oart of the 
officials against the nnscrupnlons portion of horse- 
man, bookmakers and race followers. There are 
many men in this world who are willing to gamble 
on a proposition providing they have an even break 
and there are others who want several aces in 
the hole. It is this class which needs watching. 
It should be of some consolation to the pub- 
lic to know that 99 per cent, of the men on the turf 
who resort to crooked methods to further their 
interests always wind up broke. It is the horseman 
who rnns his horses on the square, the bookmaker 
who makes a legitimate book and the turf follower 
who always takes it for granted that the game is 
being conducted on the level who stands the best 
chance of doing well at the racing game. It is 
naturally to the interest of racing officials to keep 
the game as pure as possible, and there is not the 
slightest doubt that they put forth every effort in 
this direction. There are so many ways of doing 
wrong and so many persons willing to do wrong 
that the life of an official on a race track is not all 
strewn with roses, and it is to their watchfulness 
that the game owes its present standing. Taken as 
a whole, there are few illegitimate tricks turned on 
the turf these days which escape the notice of the 
officials. — Cincinnati Commercial-Tribune. 

Several Kentucky breeders are industriously look- 
ing over the country for Dan Regan, a horse once 
in John E. Madden’s stable, but which, so far as 
known, has never graduated from the maiden class. 
The reason of the eagerness to secure Dan Regan is 
that he is a full brother to August Belmont’s sensa- 
tional sire Hastings, leading winning stallion of 
1902. Dan Regan last raced at New Orleans, but 
since then all trace of him has been lost. 

H. G. Brown’s True Blue, which has given such a | 
good account of himself at Bennings, will not be 
seen again until the New Orleans meeting. He 
pulled up so lame after his winning race on Mon- 
day that it was decided to throw him out of train- 
ing for a time.
